Crawford AuSable Loses 
Small Parcel in Transfer 


A section of land with a state equalized 
value of $136,650 was transferred from the 
Crawford AuSable School District to 
Gerrish-Higgins School District by the state 
board of education. 

The state board overruled a C.0.0.R. In- 
termediate School District board decision to 
deny the transfer. 

Crawford AuSable will lose $3,430 an- 
nually in tax revenues at the current 


millage. 


The transfer request came from Steve 
DeMeere together with two other property 
owners, The land is section 22 east of John- 
son Road in Beaver Creek Township, 
located about ten miles from Crawford 
AuSable schools and six miles from Gerrish- 
Higgins schools. 

The transfer involved only four school age 
children, the children of DeMeere. 


The DeMeeres learned the property was 
in the Crawford AuSable School District af- 
ter they bought the land. The four children, 
two in sixth grade and two in the eighth 
grade, attended Gerrish-Higgins schools 
before the move and participated in after- 
school events at Gerrish-Higgins schools. A 
grandmother living near one of the schools 
allowed the children to participate in after- 
school events and stay with their grand- 
mother until their parents could pick them 
up. 
Lauren Harkness, the state hearing of- 
ficer for the case, recommended granting 
the transfer because it would allow the 
children to resume attending classes at 
Gerrish-Higgins and would help allow the 
children to participate in after-school acti- 
vities. He also said the property is closer to 
Gerrish-Higgins and the transfer would 
straighten a boundary line by eliminating a 
peninsula projecting into the Gerrish- 
Higgins district. Harkness said these 
reasons outweighed the small economic loss 


to Crawford AuSable. . 

Crawford AuSable Schools Superinten- 
dent Kent Reynolds felt the transfer request 
was based purely on personal convenience 
of the petitioners. 

“If they are going to allow transfers for 
these kinds of reasons, it seems to me that 
any piece of property touching two district 
is open to transfer,”’ said Reynolds. 

Reynolds points out that the Michigan 
Dept. of Education states that transfers 
should not be made for the singular purpose 
of personal convenience. 

Concerning the straightening of boundary 
lines, Reynolds said school district boun- 
daries are irregular throughout the state. 

“Tf the State worked ... to straighten boun- 
dary lines between all districts statewide, 
chaos would result,’’ Reynolds told the state 
hearings office of the Michigan Dept. of 
Education. 

Reynolds was upset at the procedure used 
by the state to overrule the transfer denial 
by C.0.0.R. Both the Crawford AuSable 
and Gerrish-Higgins school districts op- 
posed the transfer and C.0.0.R. voted 
against it. 

All three of these districts have a better 
working knowledge of the case than a state 
hearing officer, he said. Yet the state school 
board merely rubber stamps approval on 
the hearing officer’s recommendation, and, 
in effect, one person overrules the C.0.0.R. 
board and the local districts. Reynolds 
questioned why the transfer review process 
calls for an intermediate school district 
decision when this decision is so easily over- 
ruled by one person. 

This is the second reversal of a transfer 
request involving Crawford AuSable in 
recent years. In 1982, a hearing officer and 
the state board overturned a decision by two 
intermediate school boards (C.0.0.R. and 
C.O.P.) to deny a transfer request from 
Heart Lake. 


K mart Leads Campaign 
For United Way Funds 


Grayling K mart management and em- 
ployees are leading the drive to raise $35,000 
for United Way of Crawford County. 

K mart manager Les Felder presented a 
check for $3,300 at the United Way kickoff 
breakfast. And before the drive is over, he 
said the total contribution from Grayling 
K mart workers will be around $3,500 — ten 
percent of the $35,000 goal for Crawford 
County. ) 

‘All the people at Grayling K mart want 
to show we care a lot about our com- 


munity,” said Felder. 

David Sabin, United Way co-chairman for 
the 1986 campaign fund, is challenging other 
area businesses to match the community 
concern shown by K mart. More than 80 per- 
cent of K mart employees donated to the 
United Way this year and their contribution 
total increased about 50 percent from last 
year’s amount. The $3,500 donation from 
K mart comes from contributions from only 
80 employees.

Commission on Aging 
Worries Renewal Request 
Could Confuse Voters 


Although Crawford County residents ap- 
proved a quarter mill for the Commission on 
Aging about six years ago, officials are 


worried some people think the commission © 


has a new tax request on the November 4th 
ballot. 

“This is a renewal. It is not a new tax but a 
continuation of the existing tax,’ said 
Sherry Haag, program director for the 
Commission on Aging. 

The quarter mill was approved by voters 
in 1980 for four years and renewed by voters 
in 1984 for two years. The two-year renewal 
requested on the November ballot is for 1987 
and 1988. 

Approximately $49,500 will be generated 
by the quarter mill. A portion of the money 
will be used as a cash match for federal and 
state monies received by the Commission on 
Aging. Part of the millage will be used to 
pay rent of $10,300 a year to the Grayling 
Housing Commission. All of the money will 


be used to support established programs or 
develop new Services, said Haag. , 

In addition to the millage, the Commission 
on Aging earns about $25,000 a year in pro- 
gram donations to support services for 
seniors. 


Some of the services offered through the 
Commission on Aging are Home Delivered 
Meals, Care Co-ordination, Information and 
Referral, Homemaking, Chore and Per- 
sonal Care Services, on-site daily meals, 
Senior Companion Program, Recreational 
Activities, and Adult Enrichment Activities. 

Without millage money, Haag said 
present services would have to be drasti- 
cally reduced. 

Commission on Aging services are avail- 
able to all residents of Crawford County, 60 
years or older, regardless of income. For 
questions about the millage or services, call 
Haag at 346-8342. 


Commissioners Approve 
County Millage Rates 


The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners set county millages and ap- 
proved millages for the entire county at 
their regular meeting Tuesday, October 
14. 

The commissioners voted to levy the full 
amount of millage authorized by voters 
and not cut the millage under the Truth 
and Taxation law. Under the Truth and 
Taxation law, a total of 18 mills coulda 
have been cut from four county millages - 
the county allocated operating millage, the 
Dial-A-Ride millage, the Hanson Hills 
millage, and the Commission on Aging 
millage.

BIBLE CREATION 
SUPPORTED 
by the Universal Fiood 


How does Noah, the Ark, 
and the universal flood sup- 
port Bible creation? Both 
Bible teachings in Genesis 
are rejected by liberals. 
Peter referred to rejection of 
both beliefs as signs of the 
apostasy of the last days. (2 
Peter 3:3-6). Evidence sup- 
porting the flood also sup- 
ports a literal interpretation 
of the Bible concerning 
creation, since both are with- 
in the same early context of 
Bible history. 

The Bible description of 
the ark predates any such 
floating craft of this size by 
some 4,000 years. The 
dimensions were ideal, ap- 
proximately 450 feet long, by 
75 feet wide, and 45 feet high. 
(Gen. 6:15). The capacity 
was sufficient to carry 525 
railroad stock cars. Scien- 
tists believe the ark had the 
capacity to carry approxi- 
mately 75,000 animals. In 
pairs, the ark could have 
held 37,500 species, many 
more than the 23,000 existing 
today. But what about dino- 
saurs such as the bronto- 
saurus which weighed 30 
tons and averaged seventy 
feet in length? It has been 
estimated that newly hatch- 
ed dinosaurs may have been 
no bigger than a large dog. 
Which ones would you have 
tried to load into the ark? 

The sighting of the ark on 
top of Mount Ararat in 
‘Turkey has been reported 
from several sources. A 
Turkish man reported seeing 
the ark while the ice was 
melted during the late 1800’s. 
In 1917, a group of Russians 
flying over the mountain saw 
the Ark and took pictures. 
Only the story survives since 
the Communist revolution. 
In 1955, a Frenchman named 
Mr. Fernand Navarra and 
his son Raphael, climbed Mt. 
Ararat and found the Ark 
buried in a glacier. He chop- 
ped through the ice and 
chopped off a piece of timber

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MOST OF THE heat - and even some of 
the light - during this election year in Mich- 
igan has focused on the races for governor 
and other statewide offices. These are im- 
portant. 

Some other important jobs are to be 
filled, too, including members of Congress 
and both houses of the state legislature. All 
these are significant, too. 

But tucked away, further down on the 
baliot on Nov.4, are some other very im- 
portant decisions, and if history repeats, 
many voters simply will skip these ques- 
tions because they forget about them, 
can’t find them on the ballot, or don’t ap- 
preciate what’s involved. 

‘This year, these categories include two 
voter decision-making areas — one in 
statewide ballot proposals, and the second 
in picking Supreme Court justices. 

* x * 

THREE STATEWIDE issues will be on 
the ballot, and nobody is paying much at- 
tention to them. 

Proposal A involves the Michigan state 
library. For years, the state library has 
been like a stepchild in state government. 
“Once it was a separate agency, with its 
own citizen board. For a while, it came un- 
der the state department of administra- 
tion. Then it was with the department of 
education. Now it comes under the state 
legislature. 

Proposal A would give constitutional 
status to the present situation, making the 
state library a permanent part of the legis- 
lative branch. 

Those who favor a ‘‘yes’” vote argue 
generally that the state library is like the 
Library of Congress in Washington, and 
should be under the legislative branch. 
Those who oppose argue generally that 
this crosses lines in the separation of 
powers doctrine, and that while the state 
library certainly deserves enhanced status 
and more. attention, the proposed con- 
stitutional switch is not the right answer. 

* * * 

PROPOSAL B if adopted would give con- 
stitutional status to a group known as the 
Joint Administrative Rules Committee of 
the Legislature, which is composed of five 
members from each ljawmaking body and 
has veto control over rules of all ad- 
ministrative agencies of state govern- 
ment. That’s pretty broad power. 

Those who favor the plan argue 
generally that the legislature should retain 
this strict control, and it should be made 
constitutional; those who disfavor the idea 
argue it violates the concept of separation 
of powers, giving 10 legislators decisive 
continuing functions in the executive 
branch, which is bad basic government. 

Although many statehouse lobbyists 
favor the idea, one who is strong in op- 
position is former House Speaker Bob Wal- 
dron, now with the oil industry. ‘‘To allow 
a small committee to override what the 
legislature adopted and the governor sign- 
ed into law, or to approve something that 
the legislature and the governor never 
saw’’ without a vote of the full legislature, 
Waldron argues, would be ‘‘a profligate 
grant of power to a body, the composition 
of which no one can predict.”’ 

* * * 

PROPOSAL C also deals with the legis- 
lature, At the present time, the State Offi- 
cers Compensation Commission sets 
salaries and expenses for such constitu- 
tional state officials as governor, lieu- 
tenant governor and legislators. 

However, the attorney general and sec- 
retary of state are not covered. Proposal C

would extend SOCC jurisdiction to these 
two additional offices. 

Those who favor Proposal C generally 
argue that omission of these two offices 
was an oversight; those who don’t like the 
idea contend generally that the SOCC is a 
bad idea in the first place and should not be 
extended at all. 

’* * * 

AMONG THE THREE proposals, there 
is not an inch of voter appeal or electoral 
glamour. Of the three, only Proposal B — 
involving the administrative rules com- 
mittee of the legislature — has wide- 
ranging effect on the public. The state 
library plan is important largely to the 
library system and the legislature; the 
pay-setting process is important largely to 
the two offices involved. 

But to grant total power over the rules of 
any state agency to 10 members of the 
legislature, who are not elected directly 
for this purpose, could have a far-reaching 
effect on anyone who deals with state 
government in any form — and that’s all of 
us. 

The Almanack is not in the habit of offer- 
ing advice to its readers on how to vote, so 
we won't this time either. Instead, we only 
urge voters to pay attention to what’s in- 
volved, and to remember tu express a 
decision one way or the other. 

(And if you really want to know how the 
writer of this essay plans to vote, ail you 
have to do is ask.) 

* * * 

OF EVEN MORE importance than all 
three ballot proposals put together is the 
election of two members of the Michigan 
Supreme Court. . 

Through a combination of inaction by 
legislators and circumstances, the 
supreme court ballot this year will include 
24 names. That’s because the way Mich- 
igan election laws are built right now, elec- 
tion officials cannot deny space on the 
ballot to anyone technically eligible for of- 
fice who wansts his/her name there. 

To expect voters to wade through a list of 
24 names to find the two best qualified is 
unrealistic, and hopefully the legislature 
will close the election law loophole which 
permitted this to occur. But that won’t ef- 
fect the Nov. 4 ballot. We're still stuck with 
24 names to sift. 

If history repeats, the vote for this office 
will be low anyway, and this year many 
voters are simply going to throw up their 
hands in dismay and skip the whole thing. 
That makes every vote even more impor- 
tant. 

* * * 

AGAIN, WE WON’T advise readers how 
to vote; rather we urge them to study the 
candidates ahead of time, make up their 
minds on who they want to serve on their 
supreme court, and search out those 
names on the supreme court ballot. 

Personally, I hope voters limit their 
choices to the nominees of the major par- 
ties, and send all the self-starters back to 
the normal political process — flawed as it 

‘is in judicial election law in Michigan. 

The four major party nominees -- who 
won places on the supreme court ballot 
through the normal, accepted, and long- 
used process —- are (listed alphabetically) 
Dennis Archer, Robert P. Griffin, James 
T, Kallman and Dean Robb. 

These four candidates are all qualified, 
each in a slightly different way. Voters 
should take their pick, and make their 
wishes known. 

And then they should urge their legis- 
lators to clean up the election laws, too. 
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Check ‘Medigap’ Insurances Carefully 


Today you're more likely 
than ever to receive medical 
care as an outpatient.

As a result, it is estimated 
that senior citizens purchase 
up to $3 billion in supplemen- 
tal insurance to cover the 
deductibles, co-payments, 
and other services that Med- 
icare does not. Although 
some of these policies, also 
known as ‘Medigap’ in- 
surance, offer appropriate 
and useful coverage, many 
seniors are misled into pur- 
chase policies that only 
duplicate what Medicare 
already covers. 

Strategies for alleviating 
instances of ‘‘Medigap” 
fraud are currently being 
discussed in Washington, 
D.C. However, being an

Hunting 
Clothes 


Gali Edwards, 
Ext. Home Economist 


It’s time for hunters to 
think about clothing that will 
keep them safe, dry and 
warm in the blind, field or 
woods. 

Hunting clothes can he ex- 
pensive to buy and quality 
ean be difficult to judge 
because ail garments of a 
particular type look similar. 
Once you’ve made the initial 
investment, however, you 
can wear the garments for 
many seasons, 

Read labels carefully, and 
give some thought to the in- 
formation that is implied or 
missing. For example, “‘line 
dry” may imply the garment 
will shrink if dried in a 
dryer. Clothing labels, 
though no longer required to 
list fiber content must tell 
you how to care for a gar- 
ment. If labels are missing, 
ask a clerk or the store 
manager about this. 

For safety, consider 
design features and color. 
Choose clothing that fits 
fairly close to the body while 
allowing for freedom of 
movement. Some jackets 


‘have recoil pads on the 


shoulder for protection. Be 
certain pockets can be 
closed so items being carried 
won't get lost or caught on a 
fence or in the brush. 
Pockets for game need to 
open out fully to be cleaned 
easily, and vests should be 
easy to fasten. 

Bright orange clothing is 
required in the firearm deer 
season. Hunter’s orange is 
also recommended in the 
pheasant season to make 
hunters visible above tall 
corn. Camouflage is also 
available ii a red and orange 
combination. 

To stay dry, hunters can 
choose waterproof or water- 
repellent clothing. Water- 
proof fabrics usually have a 
rubber or polyurethane coat- 
ing. Water cannot penetrate 
unless the garment has stit- 
ched rather than sealed 
seams. Waterproof clothing 


can be hot to wear because it 


doesn’t let perspiration out. 

Water-repellent fabrics 
“breathe”, so they are more 
comfortable to wear. Though 
water usually runs off, a 
heavy rain can soak through. 
These fabrics have a pro- 
fessional finish, such as 
Zepel or Scotchgard.

Mr. Bruce Patrick, Dept. 
of Natural Resources en- 
forcement division, in the 
September 25, 1986 publica- 
tion of the Crawford County 
Avalanche informed the sub- 
scribers and readers of 
general information regard- 
ing the carrying and trans- 


porting of Pistols or 
Revolvers anywhere within 
the State of Michigan. 


In his article Mr. Patrick 
assumably quoted from the 
Michigan Criminal Law. It is 
understandable that without 
a license to carry a conceal- 
ed sidearm it would be 
necessary to carry the 
weapon in plain view. Sports 
enthusiasts now must pay 
$34.00 for a three year li- 
cense to carry a_ pistol/ 
revolver: $10.00 for the 
Michigan State Police 
fingerprint clearance, $14.00 
for the Federal clearance 
and $10.00 to the County li- 
censing board. For what pur- 
pose is this license intended 
if not to legally allow the 
Sportsperson to utilize 
possessions in which they 
take pride? The purpose of 
fingerprinting is to allow a 
check of the applicants past 
history, this is done to pre- 
vent known criminals from 
obtaining or carrying 
weapons. It is commonly 
known that the opposite ef- 
fect has proven true; 
Quoting the well advertised 
proverb, “When guns are 
outlawed only outlaws will 
have guns”. True, the crim- 
inal has little if any respect 
for the law or for the rights 
of the honest citizen, but, 
then why do Legislators, 
Judges, Attorneys, Police 
Officers, and yes the Natural 
Resources Commission 
publish laws-regulations or 
notices which leave the 
Honest Citizenry vulnerable.

It 
would seem an_ intelligent 
consideration that after 
complying with the law by 
HAVING obtained a valid 
hunting license, HAVING ob- 
tained a license to carry the 
weapon concealed, HAVING 
unloaded the weapon that 
the Sportsperson could then 
be considered Honest and 
Trustworthy. 

For years it has been an 
accepted circumstance for 
licensed individuals to 
leave their sidearm (unload- 
ed) on their person, or en- 
cased on the seat beside 
them. After many years of 
dispute finally, through ef- 
forts of organizations such 
as the NRA as well as many 
Sport/Hunting groups, Pres- 
ident Reagan signed into law 
last May 1986 a Bill relaxing 
the Federal laws on Hand- 
guns. Why now then is the 
State of Michigan creating 
more restrictive circum- 
stances? If the present 
D.N.R. Director wishes to 
discover what the public 
relations problem between 
the sporting public and the 
DNR really is he has but to 
look around. This recent 
CCW cliche is but one of the 
many examples he would 
find obvious.

A child’s shoe is very im- 
portant. The fit must be per- 
fect, neither too large nor too 
small.

+ edevery two months. Ideally 
the child should rotate the 
shoes every day, as an adult 
should. 

It is particularly tempting 
to use the ‘‘Floating Foot 
Syndrome’’ when buying’ 
footwear that will be used in- 
frequently—ice skates, roller 
skates, cleats—-and padding 
the foot with socks. Dr. La- 
Barbera cautions against 
this because, even with extra 
socks, the foot floats in the 
shoe. ‘‘This leads to the toes 
contracting when they lurch 
into the front of the shoe, the 
arch is poorly supported, and 
the muscles become fa- 
tigued.”’

Review

Most years, the Dept. of 
Natural Resources conducts 
a mail survey to glean in- 
formation about the various 
hunting seasons in the state. 
A small percentage of li- 
censed hunters are request- 
ed to furnish information 
about their experiences dur- 
ing the appropriate hunting 
season, This _ statistically 
valid information is publish- 
ed each year, usually in late 
summer or early fall follow- 
ing the hunting season. 

The 1985 small game 
report is available to anyone 
who is interested (Wildlife 
Division Report #3035). This 
represents the results of 
3,821 questionnaires return- 
ed out of 5,031 sent out. This 
is nearly equal to 1% of the 
312,000 licensed small game 
hunters last year. 

Some of the information 
obtained is that, compared 
to 1983: the duck kill was 
down by 20%; the pheasant 
kill by 41%; grouse and 
woodcock take was up 36% 
and 14% respectively (this is 
due partly to decreased 
hunter effort in the case of 
the first two species as well 
as increased effort after the 
last two species; hunter ef- 
fort and take were up for 
squirrels, hares and rabbits, 
red fox and coyotes; 14% 
fewer raccoon hunters took 
45% more animals; and 37% 
more gray fox hunters took 
64% fewer of that species. 

Totals of license sales, 
hunter hours and take are 
listed for each species and 
region. If you should ever 
receive one of the survey 
questionnaires take time to 
accurately complete and 
return it. Doing so helps 
wildlife managers do a bet- 
ter job for you.
